PLANT NAMES AND CATALOG ARRANGEMENT 


Authorities differ occasionally on the correct name for some plants. To avoid confusion we have selected as our 
reference the Revised Edition of Manual of Cultivated Plants by L. H. Bailey and the Staff of the Bailey Hortorium at 
Cornell University. Occasionally some horticultural varieties or cultivars are not readily classed botanically and are 
listed with the genus and cultivar name only. In the distinction between Azalea and Rhododendron we follow the 
horticultural practice rather than strictly botanical grouping of all as Rhododendron. 

To aid most who use this catalog, the common names are listed first in capitals: NORWAY MAPLE, followed by the 
botanic name in italics: Acer platanoides. Following the new official international rules for plant names, we list cultivar 
names in single quotes: Acer platanoides ‘Schwedleri’ and true botanic varieties without. 


The Rosedale catalog is divided into landscape plant groups, as listed below. Each major group is represented 
by illustrative pages in color followed by brief descriptive listings on the succeeding two black and white pages. 
Within each group the descriptive listings are arranged alphabetically by botanic name though the common name 
is mentioned first. In the General Contents below, only a few of the varieties available are listed under each plant 
group heading.

PFITZER JUNIPER 


JUNIPERS 


Hot, sunny and dry locations provide ideal conditions for the Junipers. 
'Pfitzer,’ a vigorous spreading form, is most popular, growing quite rapidly 
though readily controlled by pruning. Its grey-green, feathery plumes form a 
wide spreading plant usually twice or more as wide as high. A blue-grey form, 
‘Hetzi,’ has the same habit and rate of growth. 


Two lower spreading forms are the very dwarf ‘Sargenti,’ growing to only 
6 inches high and the slightly higher and more rapid-growing Andorra or Plume 
Juniper. ‘Sargenti’ is grey-green in color with spiky shoots. Andorra is grey- 
green in summer, turning soft bronze to maroon in winter with a somewhat 
finer needle. Both are outstanding sunny bank covers forming a dense, slightly 
shaggy rug. Other dwarf spreading forms highly prized for rock gardens 
are ‘Bar Harbor,’ 'Wiltoni’ and the Shore Juniper, ‘Conferta.’ 


Among the upright Junipers, two are lastingly popular: Spiny Greek, pictured 
here, and ‘Keteleeri,’ a larger growing form. Spiny Greek is aptly named, for 
the short blue-grey needles are indeed sharp to touch. The plant is modest 
growing, somewhat formal in shape and never attains great size. For best 
results, it should have full sun and full open circulation of air on all sides. ‘Kete- 
leeri’ is valued for seashore and windy exposed planting sites. The dull olive- 
green needles, for the most part, are fine and almost thread-like. The natural 
shape is tall and pyramidal but a little pruning makes a solid hedge or practical 
windbreak,

PINES 


Longer needles distinguish the Pines from the other 
needled evergreens. Growing habits vary from the Dwarf 
Mugho, seldom over a few feet high, to the towering White 
Pine of 100 or more feet. Pines are easy to grow and 
generally adapted to the wide range of soil conditions in 
this area. Since many grow quite rapidly (6 to 18 inches or 
more a year), careful pruning is important to preserve the 
natural shape and beauty while avoiding overgrowth. 
In early June, “tipping” or trimming off the tips of the long, 
candle-like new growth will force more new shorter shoots 
and avoid long, unbranched growth. 

Our native White Pine, with bluish-green, five-parted 
clusters of soft needles, is a grand favorite for large border, 
screen or specimen planting. Combined with flowering trees 
and/or evergreen shrubs, the year-round beauty of White 
Pine is unrivaled. It is a rapid grower, usually with 12 inches 
or more new growth remaining even with light trimming. 

Less vigorous than the White, the Japanese Black Pine 
is tops for windy or salt spray areas. The rich olive-green 
color of its coarse stiff needles against the light reddish tan 
of twigs is distinctive. The often irregular habit and wide 
adaptability to sandy or clay soils have made this Pine 
so valued by landscape architects that stock is limited. 

Another coarse-needled and preferred species of mod- 
erate growth is the Austrian Pine. More regular shape and 
silvery tips distinguish it from the Japanese Black Pine. 

The real baby is the spreading Dwarf Mugho, with 
shorter needles on close, upright stems giving a tufted, 
mound-like effect. It is at home on banks, as dwarf speci- 
mens, in a controlled foundation planting or rock garden. 
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HICKS’ YEW 


TAXUS 


The Yews or Taxus provide the largest number of varieties 
for basic home planting. The shapes include the low almost 
prostrate Spreading English Yew, medium spreaders like 
‘Densiformis’ and Dwarf Japanese Yew, the globe-like 
‘Browni,’ the broad chunky column ‘Hatfieldi, the narrow 
column ‘Hicksi,’ and the well-known pyramid, the Upright 
Japanese Yew. 

All are dense, with deep green short needles which pro- 
vide a unique richness of effect. Light trimming, in early 
summer each year, will maintain density without stiff for- 
mality or a harsh sheared look. Plenty of Peat-Humus in a 
well-drained soil with either sun or shade insure good vigor 
and top appearance. Agri-Lime used once every two years 
and Rosedale “Taylored” Plant Food every season will 
provide the nutrients necessary for continuing success. 

For the darkest green of all we recommend the Dark 
Spreading Yew (Taxus cuspidata ‘Nigra’). More restrained 
growth rate and the black-green needles distinguish it. 
The Denseform Spreading Yew has a natural density with 
gentle irregularity of the top, making it an ideal specimen 
form. Bright red berries in the autumn are an extra dividend 
on many Yews, particularly the Hicks’ Yew. 

For outstanding permanent hedges, smaller sizes at 
special savings await your selection. For special locations 
and the established look, large carefully tended specimens 
are on hand. Come in to see them now! 


HEMLOCKS 


Our native Canadian Hemlock is the best evergreen for informal 
hedges and screens. The pleasing rich green, short needles, with white 
stripes on the underside, are carried in rows along each side of the 
slender stems. The bushiness, controllable size and easy maintenance 
make it ideal for boundary screens, alone or combined informally 
with densely branched flowering trees and shrubs. The only special 
need of Canadian Hemlocks is good soil drainage. Fertilizing several 
times a year with Rosedale “Taylored” Plant Food will pay big divi- 
dends in increased growth and fullness. 

A dwarf form, Sargent’s Weeping Hemlock, bears the same needles 
on a slow-growing, low-spreading plant with drooping branchlets. 
This is a real collector's item, treasured for a feature location on a 
bank, in a rock garden or the top of a low wall. 

An extremely hardy form, originally from the South, is the Carolina 
Hemlock. The needle is slightly larger and more shining than the 
Canadian, with a more irregular arrangement on the gracefully curv- 
ing branchlets. The overall form is quite pyramidal, with the slower 
growth adapting it to combination with Taxus, llex, Andromeda and 
others for base plantings. Its graceful twig forms soften the more 
formal shapes of some base plants.

Flat scale-like needles distinguish the Arbor- 
Vitae and its cousin, the False Cypress, from 
other needled evergreens or conifers. The 
American Arbor-Vitae, with deep green foliage, 
is represented here by two habits: the thick 
pyramid of the best upright, Dark American, 
and the dense perfect ball of the Globe Arbor- 
Vitae. The Dark American Arbor-Vitae is 
especially valuable for a narrow evergreen 
screen at low cost. As individual specimens, the 
starkly erect form makes an impressive accent. 
Similarly the Globe form may be used as formal 
individual specimens or combined as a moder- 
ately low and dense, but economical evergreen 
hedge. 


HATFIELD YEW 


The Golden Biota is slower and tighter grow- 
ing, with a rounded form slightly taller than 
wide. As the name implies, its foliage is bright 
golden-yellow in sharp contrast to the deep 
greens of most other needled evergreens. 
Year-round color contrast such as this is espe- 
cially valued as flowers fade. 


All Arbor-Vitae grow best in full sun and will 
tolerate clay soil though liberal amounts of 
Peat-Humus will help their growth. Regular 
shearing in early summer insures the good den- 
sity so important in maintaining an Arbor-Vitae 
planting. Quick growth and low cost have 
made these a most popular group. The wide 
variety of shapes in this group offers many 
landscape opportunities.

RHODODENDRON 


For years the native Rhododendron have suffered when transplanted by developers to hot, sunny founda- 
tion plantings. Mass planted in the shade, where it naturally grows, the Rosebay Rhododendron presents 
an attractive coarse-textured face. The dark green leaves are large and the blush-white flowers small, so 
that this should be considered for foliage effect only. Another hardy variety is the Carolina Rhododendron, 
a small-leaved, heavy flowering sort with a lighter, more delicate feeling. Both the usual pink and the white 
strains flower in late April or early May before the other types. Full shade is not essential, with light shade 
ideal. 

Most adaptable of all, the Hybrid Rhododendrons are easy to grow in all locations and offer a wide range 
of color including pure white, bright red, purple and intermediate tints. The leaves are smaller than those 
of Rosebay though larger than those of Carolina. The branching is naturally more dense, resulting in unusual 
fullness. Pictured here is the variety ‘Catawbiense Boursault,’ one of the best growing of all. ‘English Roseum,’ 
a pink variety, makes a particularly full and heavy flowering plant. Among the novelties, the flowers of 
‘Amphion’ are unique with deep rose-pink edges and white centers. Among the crimson and red varieties, 
‘Caractacus’ and ‘Dr. Dresselhuys’ are favorites. ‘E. S. Rand’ has early flowers of light red. 

Combinations of Azaleas for early May color and Hybrid Rhododendron for late May and June are 
strikingly handsome, Against a needled evergreen background planting or with the Flowering Dogwood, 
these garden aristocrats show their superiority. 

In preparing for Rhododendron and Azalea planting, mix liberal amounts of Rosedale Peat-Humus with 
the soil to insure a well-aerated mixture. Light fertilizing in spring or early summer with Hollytone insures the 
continued good growth of these broadleaved evergreens. Late summer fertilizing should be carefully avoided 
to prevent winter burning of soft new growth.

BARBE RRY Japanese Andromeda offers a subtle interest at every season. 


In early April, the Lily-of-the-Valley-like flowers hang in drooping 
clusters. Soon after the new growth starts and continuing 
throughout the summer the coloring is deep pink, copper or 
chartreuse. Later in the summer, these new leaves have turned 
deeper green and the gracefully nodding flower bud clusters are 
formed. They remain through the winter to repeat the cycle. 


Only the sharp spines remind us that these 
handsome evergreens are truly Barberries. 
Wintergreen is vigorous and upright, growing 
to 8 feet in height or controlled by pruning to 
4 feet, if desired. Yellow flowers in early spring 
are followed by blue-grey berries in summer. The Mountain Andromeda, a lower growing species, has similar 
The handsome leaves are rich green with traces flowers which are carried erect above the less lustrous leaves.

COTONEASTER 


Though only one listed species, Henryana, is 
truly evergreen, the Cotoneasters are usually 
described with the broadleaved evergreens. 
Their outstanding feature is the bright, usually 
red berries in the late summer and autumn. 
‘Praecox’ and apiculata, both called Cranberry 
Cotoneaster, are especially valuable for hot, 
dry banks or shallow soil areas. 


AZALEAS 


So much base planting depends on Azaleas for spring color, one 
hardly realizes that only 100 miles away even our hardy types are 
risky. Most full-flowered and brilliantly colored are the evergreen 
Azaleas with smaller leaves usually completely covered by open flowers. 
‘Hinodegiri,’ bright cerise to red, is the favorite, but the softer colors of 
the pink ‘Hinomayo’ and especially ‘Sweet Briar’ are growing in favor. 
Among the whites, the newer ‘Delaware Valley White’ and larger grow- 
ing ‘Indica Alba’ are outstanding. The Kaempferi hybrids, or Torch 
Azaleas, particularly the clear rose-pink ‘Fedora,’ are hardier than most. 
The Korean Azalea, both hardy and vigorous, produces large single 
lavender flowers. 

Hardiest of all are the deciduous or non-evergreen Azaleas. These 
include early bloomers to combine with Forsythia and late fragrant types.

FIRETHORN 


Bright orange berries in late summer through autumn and into 
Winter distinguish this rapid-growing, almost vine-like shrub. Its 
fast-growing shoots lend themselves to the espalier treatment so 
popular on masonry walls and chimneys. This very popular, 
semi-evergreen shrub has strong, slender branches from the 
ground with stubby side growths bearing quantities of orange- 
red berries. In June, flat clusters of white flowers are the fore- 
runners of the bright berries. Some redberrying plants are 
successful in protected locations though to date none has been 
completely hardy throughout this area. 


For best results, berrying plants should have full sun and light 
dry soil. Usually in such locations winter weather will turn the 
normally green leaves quite brown. This is quite normal. A south- 
east exposure will produce almost as many berries while avoiding 
the winter browning. Too fertile soil or over-fertilizing will en- 
courage lush growth but usually fewer berries. 


For safe transplanting of the coarse-rooted Firethorn, Rosedale 
plants are grown in metal containers or pots to confine the roots. 
In your garden, with the pot removed, your Firethorn will develop 
rapidly but can seldom be transplanted later with safety. 


BOXLEAF HOLLY 


JAPANESE HOLLY 


No more versatile evergreen exists than the Japanese Hollies. From the smallest pincushion-like Dwarf, 
‘Stokes,’ to the Upright Japanese Holly, the variations of leaf and shape are infinite. All are smaller leaved 
and without the sharp spines of the American Hollies; many bear clusters of shiny black berries. ‘Stokes,’ 
a patented variety, is five-leaved, without berries, and charming as a dwarf hedge or individual specimen. 
The growth is slow and compact, with little trimming required. 

Boxleaf Holly has particularly shiny, deep green, convex leaves on a spreading plant. Usually twice 
as wide as high, the heavy plants, 3 to 5 feet wide, make outstanding specimens for impressive doorway 
planting. Smaller plants are often used as modest hedges, for annual shearing easily controls the finished 
size. Clusters of black berries give added fall interest. 

The Roundleaf Holly is more upright and chunky in feeling, a little taller than wide. The very glossy 
flat leaves are larger than most other Japanese Hollies. This is a more rapid-growing type which trims 
beautifully into formal hedges or masses. Black berries in profusion are frequently evident during the 
fall. Being more rapid in growth, the Roundleaf Holly is more economical than most others. 

‘Green Island’ Holly is an extremely hardy, patented form of spreading habit. The leaves are mod- 
erate in size and flat, like the Upright Japanese Holly but on a uniform broad spreading plant. Once 
established, rapid growth makes pruning imperative to preserve the desirable dense character. 

Most important of all is the Upright Japanese Holly, offering an evergreen richness varied in height, 
proportion and texture. At Rosedale we grow a large quantity started from seed, giving us infinite 
variety of shape to suit every location. Leaves vary from the Littleleaf or microphylla strain to the coarser 
leaf resembling the Roundleaf Holly. Some plants are broad and spreading much wider than high; others 
are tall and slender, perfect for a narrow corner. Your selection in the field from these handsome speci- 
mens is especially welcomed to insure the perfect plant for your needs. 

More recently, an increasing interest is evident in using interesting espaliers. Among those easy to 
train and especially effective is the Upright Japanese Holly. Your Rosedale plantsman will be happy 
to help you select and train these or other types.

AMERICAN HOLLY 


Bright red berries distinguish the female plants only, of the 
handsome American Holly. The pollen-producing, but berryless 
male must be in the area at the flowering time during late spring. 
Occasionally cold weather or lack of bees to transfer the pollen 
may prevent full berry formation. 

Strong winter and early spring winds with bright sunshine some- 
times cause leaf drying and shedding in March. New leaves soon 
emerge, making the plant more beautiful than ever. Avoid late 
summer and fall fertilizing so that all new growth may be hardened 
before winter. 

The more glossy leaf and slightly larger berries of the English 
Holly are often sought. Only those with sheltered locations in areas 
particularly along Long Island Sound should consider them entirely 
safe. 


AMERICAN HOLLY 


The brief descriptive listing here and the pictures on 
pages 8 and 9 are not nearly adequate to present this 
widely varying plant group. Your spring visit to the 
nursery will, in a moment, show you much more of the 
beauty available for your own home and permanent 
enjoyment.

FLOWERING DOGWOODS 


Visitors to this region in May never fail to admire our lovely native White Flowering 
Dogwood. The gracefully layered, horizontal branching of the older trees carries the 
wide-opening beautiful blossoms. The winter branch pattern, spring bloom, summer 
and fall foliage and red berries delight us throughout the year. 

If your home is graced by natural Dogwoods, by all means preserve them but 
don't be tempted to move these wild trees, for only the smallest will transplant satis- 
factorily. Our nursery-grown trees with the benefits of periodic transplanting and 
root pruning have the compact root system essential to safe moving. 

Background colors and your own preference may dictate either the Pink or White 
forms; both have similar flower size, habit and fall color and fruit. The pink is slightly 
slower growing, with perhaps earlier and deeper autumn leaf coloring. Many homes 
boast both Pink and White Dogwoods for greater enjoyment. 

The flowers of the Kousa Dogwood open in late June and remain in July long after 
the others. The large, more pointed petals are starlike against the green background 
of the already open leaves. In habit, the Kousa Dogwood is usually branched to the 
ground with a flaring, almost bush-like form. Occasional specimens have a single stem 
before branching out. 

All Dogwoods grow well in light shade but with greatest flowering in open sunny 
locations. Extreme heat or drought with summer winds causes some injury which is 
best avoided by preparing the soil thoroughly, using liberal amounts of Rosedale 
Peat-Humus. For optimum growth, light annual feeding with Hollytone Fertilizer is 
recommended. Heavy feeding will result in more growth but less flowering. Pruning 
for the most attractive shape is desirable, particularly on younger trees with more 
active growth. Ideally, this trimming is done immediately after flowering. Care in 
cultivation of the soil about the base and in trimming of adjacent lawn will protect the 
trunk from damaging injuries. 

This year the selection of Rosedale-grown Pink, White and Kousa Dogwoods is 
the best in our 61-year history.

FLOWERING CRABAPPLE 


For variety of form and color, no other flowering trees equal the Crabapples. The 
habit varies from the irregularly zig-zag branched dwarf 'Sargenti,’ through intermediate 
and broad-spreading types like the Showy Japanese Crabapple (Malus floribunda) and 
the Carmine Crab (Malus atrosanguinea). Variation continues through the upright vase 
form of the Tea and ‘Katherine’ Crabapples to the vigorous and stiffly upright ‘Hopa’ and 
irregularly branched ‘Almey.’ 

Every possible tint from rose-red to purest white is found among these trees. Perhaps 
the deepest rose-red are ‘Almey’ and ‘Eleyi.’ The Carmine Crab is bright clear red in 
bud, opening to clear pink. Showy Japanese Crab is deep pink in bud but opening to 
almost pure white. ‘Katherine,’ a newer variety, is outstandingly beautiful in the clear 
delicate pink coloring of clustered, large double flowers. The single shell-pink flowers 
of the Tea Crab hang bell-like from the stiff branches of the vase-shaped top. Sargent’s 
pink buds open to purest white blossoms. Small decorative crabapples of red or yellow 
in the fall provide added landscape dividends.

RED BUD 


In very early spring, deep lavender- 
pink flowers emerge seemingly from the 
dark bark of the graceful Red Bud 
branches.

When the flowers 
fade, the lovely heart-shaped leaves 
emerge and flutter gracefully in every 
breeze. The Red Bud does well in light 
or heavy soil; in sun or partial shade. 
This is a very fine ornamental tree of 
medium size and irregular growth, with 
a somewhat flat or rounded top. In less 
favored regions, it replaces the Dog- 
wood; here we enjoy both. 

The delicate form of the Red Bud is 
prized in combination with a low broad- 
leaf evergreen planting or particularly 
when set off against a solid evergreen 
planting or architectural background.

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JAPANESE FLOWERING CHERRY 


Washington, D. C., is famous for the spectacular spring flowers of the Japanese 
Cherries. Many people do not realize the hardiness of these trees and their 
landscape value. Japanese Flowering Cherries are easy to grow, requiring 
only full sun and good soil drainage. 

Long before the large double pink blooms open on the favorite ‘Kwanzan’ 
Cherry, the cloud-like blush-white ‘Beni Higan’ flowers have enchanted early 
spring viewers. Following soon are the semi-double, light pink flowers of Au- 
tumnal Cherry which repeats with a few flowers in the fall. In May the large 
double-flowered ‘Kwanzan’ bursts forth with a mass of rose-pink, powder puff- 
like flowers. In habit, ‘Kwanzan’ forms a perfectly flaring upright top on a short, 
stocky trunk. Flowers are in clusters all along the long branches. Among the 
related forms, several are outstanding: ‘Amanogawa’ is more slender and erect 
with pale pink flowers in profusion. ‘Mount Fuji’ is particularly lovely with pure 
white double flowers on the same shape tree as ‘Kwanzan,’ though slightly 
slower in growth. ‘Shirofugen’ blends the colors of ‘Kwanzan’ and ‘Mount Fuji’ 
skillfully, with deep pink buds opening slowly to pearly white. The deep rose- 
pink 'Naden’ is close to 'Kwanzan’ in form and habit but with somewhat slower 
growth and is preferred for smaller gardens. 

For years occasional attacks by stem-boring insects have plagued some of 
the finest flowering trees. Recently, exceptional protection has been afforded 
by spraying or painting the lower stems with a mixture of DDT and Wilt-Pruf. 
We think this is a wise precaution on all susceptible species including the Cherries. 

Today’s newer homes with more horizontal lines and lower roof lines call for 
smaller trees. The Japanese Flowering Cherries, like so many of the flowering 
trees, remain in proper scale while providing welcome shade and handsome 
flower effects. Combined with needled evergreens, such as Hemlock and Pine, 
borders and screens using Cherries may be strikingly beautiful and provide 
genuinely effective shields.

Much of the Northeast’s fall color would disappear without the sturdy 
Maples. No other tree accounts for so much welcome summer shade and 
blazing fall color. 

Best known is our native Sugar Maple, New York's Official State Tree. 
As a young tree it is erect and not wide spreading; with age, the top 
rounds out and branches spread to considerable width. Bright orange 
fall color signals the close of another year of heavy cooling shade.

The very dense shade from large leaves and the rapid yet 
permanently sturdy growth have made this tree so popular for new home 
planting. When planted in a lawn, occasional top thinning together with 
extra fertilizing and summer watering are necessary to maintain the 
lawn density. Two variations of the Norway Maple are very popular; 
the older is ‘Schwedler’s’ Maple. The growth rate and habit is identical 
to the familiar Norway; however, as the lecves emerge in spring their 
coloring is deep rust-red, gradually darkening to very dark green. In 
fall, the long-lasting leaves again take on a dark reddish tone not found 
in the yellowing fall color of the Norway Maple. The ‘Crimson King’ 
Maple is a newer patented form, pictured here in full color. Growth 
habit and leaf size is the same as the Norway and ‘Schwedler,’ though 
rate of growth is considerably reduced. Newly emerging leaves are 
bright red, gradually darkening with age to deep lustrous velvet-like 
maroon. Late fall weather again brings out the brighter red leaf color. 
For a large-growing, positive accent tree, the ‘Crimson King’ Maple 
has no equal. 

The less well-known native, Red Maple, is distinguished from the others 
by its cheerful, fuzzy red flowers before the leaves in early spring and 
the brilliant scarlet autumn leaf color. Throughout the summer its leaves 
are pleasing light green with silvery undersides. Unlike the other Maples, 
the Red Maple grows well close to water and in most wet soil areas. 
With poor soil drainage so prevalent in many areas, we highly recom- 
mend this tree. 

Leaves of the Japanese Maple emerge bright red, then change to 
almost pure green, rust-red or maroon. All are slow growing and some- 
what bush-like when small, making handsome lawn specimens or feature 
accents.

BIRCHES 


Graceful habit and attractive white bark make Birches popular. Our locally native clump Birch, 
Betula populifolia, is best known, with its several white stems bearing black triangular patches. The 
Paper Birch, from northern woods, has slightly larger leaves and often brighter, creamy white bark. 

The European White Birch occasionally grows in clump form though more often with single straight 
stem. The bark is milk-white and far brighter than any other species. The leaves are smaller than 
the Paper Birch and usually more dense. If only one Birch could be had, this would be our choice. 
A finely cut-leaved form with weeping branch tips has equally white bark, more visible for the lighter 
open top. 

Birches thrive in poor soil, though liberal amounts of Peat-Humus added in planting are beneficial, 
The leaf miner insect so often seen on wild trees is readily controlled with malathion spray. 


LONDON 
PLANE 


The single most valued tree for city 
planting is the London Plane, because 
of its outstanding ability to grow beau- 
tifully despite poor soil condition and 
smoky city air. A straight trunk sup- 
ports the broad pyramidal top of large 
Maple-like leaves, casting a heavy 
cooling shade. The spotty olive and 
white flaking bark is unique in this 
rapid-growing but long-lived and 
strong-wooded tree. 

Being resistant to the leaf-damaging 
anthracnose, the London Plane is far 
superior to the related native Sycamore 
or Buttonball. 

In the last year London Plane trees 
from Rosedale have been planted at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, the 
New York Foundling Home and the 
North Shore Shopping Center, Peabody, acne : ae Beas 
Massachusetts.

GINKGO 


The Maidenhair Tree or Ginkgo is among the oldest, presently living trees on the earth today. 
For all its age, no tree is more modern and tolerant of widely varying and difficult growing con- 
ditions. Only the male trees are grown, to avoid the foul-smelling fruit of the female. The coarsely 
branched, erect trunks have a character all their own. The leaves are interestingly fan-shaped 
with an unusual vein pattern. Visit the nursery to see these and the many other outstanding shade 
trees available for your selection. 


HONEYLOCUST 


Rapid growth and light airy shade characterize the Honeylocusts. All have dark unfurrowed 
bark and finely compound leaves which permit every breeze to flow through and yet cut out the 
glare and direct sun. Should you face the problem of a beautiful view with a need for shade, 
plant a Honeylocust, whose open branches and fine leaves will enhance the view while shielding 
from the sun. Lawns will flourish better in the shade of a Honeylocust than anywhere else in the 
yard. No words can do justice to these outstanding trees. Tolerance of difficult city conditions 
make these, along with the London Plane, the preferred city trees. 

The original Thornless Honeylocust remains an excellent tree with its irregular branching pro- 
ducing infinite variety of top shape. The newer strains, ‘Moraine’ (pictured here) and 'Shade- 
master,’ each have their particular advantages and individual habits. In this region, ‘Moraine’ 
develops a broad, spreading top on even the young trees and stretches out beautifully over a 
lawn or terrace area. ‘Shademaster,’ with its heavier trunk, seems to reach for the sky with 
graceful, fountain-like branches. Where higher branch clearance is needed, ‘Shademaster' excells. 

Heavy clay or light sandy soils are quite satisfactory and ordinarily no insect or disease prob- 
lems are encountered. As with all trees, careful pruning in the younger stages insures a hand- 
somely branched tree. 


SWEET GUM 


Among the glories of autumn we could not overlook the Sweet Gum. The spectacular red, 
orange, yellow and maroon leaves never cease to draw comment. The tree is stiffly erect, with 
strong central leader and arching branches. Leaves are star-like in outline with a clean, crisp 
appearance. For locations with poor soil drainage, the Sweet Gum is especially suited. 

Shade trees deserve first consideration in planting your home, for framing the landscape setting 
and providing pools of comfortable shade. Select your trees first, so they may begin growing on 
your home grounds. You'll soon be happy to have selected from Rosedale’s varied stock. Va- 
rieties and sizes are listed on pages 22 and 23. 


WEEPING WILLOW 


Bright yellow twigs add winter interest to the Golden Twig Weeping Willow, Salix ‘Niobe.’ Ex- 
tremely vigorous growth and tolerance of wet, soggy or even dry soil conditions are outstanding. 
Long, low trailing branches have a character and charm of their own. Leaves emerge in early spring 
and densely cover the ground-sweeping twigs, providing complete screening for outdoor living. Low 
cost of the Willow permits close planting of young plants for immediate screening, with later removal 
of alternate trees for continuing growth. 
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OAKS 


No tree can surpass the 
Oak for strength, and few 
match its beauty. Generally 
regarded as a slow-growing 
shade tree, the Oaks take 
longer to become established 
and to reach full growth. 
Once firmly rooted in their 
new location, they are only a 
little slower than the familiar 
Sugar Maple. 

Pin Oak, pictured here, is 
the favorite, with straight 
central trunk and strong 
horizontal branches forming a 
symmetrical pyramid. The 
mature foliage is very dense. 
Because of its fibrous root 
system it is easily moved. 
The leaf is deeply lobed and 
light in texture in contrast to 
the broad and heavier leaf 
of the Red Oak. A broad and 
rounded top characterizes 
this slower growing variety. 
The lobed leaves turn deep 
red, then brown, before fall- 
ing late in the autumn or
